Operations into Korea and Korean Connectioi:^ 

c. Colonel jrSUJI Masanobu, previously r eported incorrectly as naving 
returned to Ind’o-Cnina, is now planned to serve as one of WATANABE 
Wataru's assistants in future operations into North Korea* Reasons 
for this switch of plans and for the previous erroneous report are 
outlined below* TSUJI has his own CXC oontaots for whom he has been 
working ^Inoe his return to Japan In the latter part of 1949. 

5. Sowtbem Operatiops - lodo-Cfilna 

I The original plan foiwulated early this spring for oparations irto Xxido- 
I China entailed the ase of Col. TSUJI kasanobu as chief of those (^rations 

' ' to both Vietminh, 71etna*^ and the Prench govemnant. iVhUe at Imperial 

Oeneral Headquarters, T3UJ1 was the protege of Lt. Gensral AHISUE, then 
staff Intalligeriee as a Major General; ARISUS continues to think very 
highly of TSUJI, and the plan was ARI^E^s# It was so definitely alated 
that when NHMDTO vent back to Ponaoaa in June, 1950 after a brief trip to 
Kagoshioa, TSUJI was reputed to hare been on board. It was TSUJI and 
KATAHABE ’.tetaru who wet NQ£0T0 at the Kagoshima Conference. He was later 
reported as harlog gone on from there to Indo-Chlna, (according to in- 
fomtlon elicited frott BABBLKVk). The actual facts and sdstaken identity 
oame out ouch later: KUMAMOTO of the AHXSUE Kikan, who supervised the 

third djq:>editlQn to Foniosa in June, took with him not TSl^ but a fq» er 
Lt. Colonel and Ccxataaoder of the Shanghai Tokko Kempeltaly tfililTA^ 'tfiiljr 
pleked up NEMOTO at Kagoahiaia. It seems that not everyone shared AJUSUS* a 
and WATANABE Wataru«s enthusiasm for TSUJIy expeeia^ pereonnelfrom the 
Southeast Asia theater of operations. >Vajor Gwerajp ^IMUrUL forner 
Cowanding Officer of Japanese KlUta^y-Covemment ror the hitm/L Theater, 
en^^TSlMOTO fonaer Minister Plsfiipotentiaiy to Indochina 

and laier Vlee-Perelga Mlodater, were the two ncwt influer^lal objectora» 
MATSUMOTO, as a member of TSUCHIDA's Committee and chiefly through 
TSOCHIDA and FURUIA personally, had been assisting for sqm time in place- 
mmt of intelligenee operatires from various Japnese Kikaas on ships of 
his friends going to Indo-China and to Malaya legally and lUegally. In 
the. post, he had also had excell eid^ connections to operations of the 
special Keapei (the Tokko Keiapei) In both Indo-China and South China snd 
had maintained a fairly accurate ooit>act system to IndlTldual «w-Ksapbl 
operatives up to date. When FURUZA approached him on the matter of 
several ships for ths KAyW-GUCHI Kikan* s forthcoming fourth arpsditioo In 
early July, MATSiAWjro agreed, but by earlier dlseuseion with both 
FURUTA, TSUCHIDA.w W™aze> and others, he had made It quite clear that 
TSUJI was in his oplniod quite unsuitable for work in Indo-42Mm, as were 
most former milltaiy msiw he demanded introduction of fonaer Kempei 
special operations off lomrs and Tokum Kikan men instead of the persoomel 
TSUJI wanted. In early lune, KIMURA, a newconsr to the ARXSUE Kikan whose 
chief task it was to **fl^ the Maritime Safety Bureau, the Board of Trade 
and other Japanese govsnmnt agencies with brlbss from the profits, alas 
flatly objected to TSUJI pslng involved in any Southeast Asia operations. 

T3UJI, while an Imperial pHQ G-2 representative from Singapore in Buxva, 
had apparently made himself thoroughly obnoodoos to many of the local 
ccnmandeje as well as to Me '*polltical officers” such as KIMURA, KBTOSA 
favorecn^ADA Goro, formes special operative at Bangkok. Tho general 
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/ eotiB6fi0iu of fornor Southeast Asia staff ODlnlon was that (a) TSUJI eas 
too closely identified with the French; (b) TSUJI was insecure, oper*- 
atloivally InconpettDt, and not liked by natires of t^\area; (c) TSUJI 
was thoxioughljr known and "blown” to the Chinese Coonuni^e, who did not 
like him either* lUTSlMOTO Introduced professionals such as fonaer 
Indo-Ch^ "’*“*^jBff_*^"**T**^* ^ fomsr Ketnpei (Military 

Polioe ) (Colonay Ty , and €t^ Col* TCXCCTA io the federeti on as well » 
as others* Taiceo, as a fortaer NaJeano School nan, threw bis weight 

agalnet ARISnE*s man; at the lest mimte, the central advisory group 
ordered repOLaeonent of TSUJI by tt. Colonel TGUITA and Uie latter went as 
advance contact agent for about tweTly agent personnel to be aent on the 
fourth expedition* 

A') though the failure of the fourth expedition delayed dispatch of those 
agents, they will go about the end of October with the fifth Fonooea ex- 
pedition and will be re-mounted from Fonnoaa with the cooperation of the 
ChlMM RttlonaUat RAI^BKA. ASKDA Gore, new with the rorelgn Offlee, 
TOailUltA, and possibly KATASHI Hidesumi will go, HAIASHI is apparently 
in charge of meet Indo»China operatives for the groi9,.but there appears 
to be eesMone abc^e bin who will superrise all operations in that general 
area as far as profsssional intelligence operatione sre concerned* REKOTO 
will be their liaison man unlese a better aeans can be devised* UATSUIOTO 
dhuniehi will eontinua to aid in the logistic support, and in the overall 
reciuiting policy*
